real estate business until the reporter got 
busy. This attorney, connected with the 
same denomination with which Bratt is af 
lated, had to be informed that Mr. Bratt em- 
ploys a corps of more worldly lawyers to at- 
tend to his loan shark’ business. 

He recently sued an employé of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company on an assignment 
of wages, but few people who heard about it 
had the slightest idea that John E. Bratt, 
trustee of the La Grange Baptist church and 
prominertly identified with the Baptist or- 
phanage at Maywood, and John E. Brags loan 
shark, were identical. 

He partly conceals his identity under the 
numeral “ 10." That is his official number 


tion. He hac been a member ever since its 
organization and daily transacts business on 
the mysterious slips that spell somebody’s 
doom. 

He boasts that his business nets him from 
$75 to $100 a day. His clothes do not indicate 
his wealth, but his charming wife and two 
daughters enjoy its full benefits. The well 
furnished residence on South Stone a Venue is 
another indication of-the Bratt family stand- 
ing. 

Forty Teachers on His Books. 

Tun Tarpunw Anti-Loan Shark bureau is in 
a position to name forty school teachers on 
the books of Bratt, and these women—and 
gome men—have been shackled tight from 
dread that the schoo! board's rule against the 
employment of persons in the grasp of sharks 
would invoked. The names of these untur- 
tuna have not been made use of, and they 
won't used in publication or otherwise, but 
the ciréumstances were laid before the school 
management, and it can be stated authorita- 
tively that no teacher now in the clutches of 
any shark is going to be dismissed on account 
of it.

“CAMPBELL PREJUDICED.” 


Englewood Commander Not 
Fleeing Gambling Investiga- 
tion, but Quits to En- 
gage in Business. 


Within a few hours after being made the 


target of charges which f proved might drive 
him in disgrace from the police force Capt. 
Nicholas Hunt last night issued a statement 
defying his accusers. 

He declines to be tried by the city ctvil 
service commission, asserting he is without 
its jurisdiction, having entered the police 
service before the commissiqn was created 

The captain, formerly inspector in charge 
of the central police @ivision, was formally 
accused by the merit board during the aft- 


rernoon as the result of alleged nonsuppres- 


sion of gambling and vice in the loop. 

The veteran policeman, who has been doing 
G@uty for thirty-five years, had hardly cre- 
ated a precedent in the long police investiga- 
tion by his announcement when the police 
department was surprised by the news that 
another high official will offer his resigna- 
tion to Chief MoWeeny today. 


Capt. Kane to Resign. 

Capt. Thomas C. Kane, in command of the 
Englewood district, at night prepared a let- 
ter of resignation to the chief which will be 
delivered this morning. He has not been 
mentioned by any person connected with the 
commission as likely to face charges. He 
announced that he was leaving the force be- 
cause of private business affairs. On Jan. 1 
he organized the Kane Patrol and Secret 
Service company and after March 1 he will 
give his entire time, to the business. He will 
ask that his resignation take effect at that 
time. 

Capt. Kane planned to resign last Novem- 
ber, but delayed his separation from the 
department because of the police investiga- 
tion, stating then that if he quit he would be 
condemned of leaving under fire. 


Hunt Declines to Be Tried. 

Capt. Hunt's announcement that he will 
not submit himself to the city civil service 
commission for trial will be carried to the 
city hall this morning through three chan- 
nels. His formal statement to this effect 
will be received by MaYor Harrison, Chief 
McWeeny, and the commission... 

In the letter the captain declares the com-

fers to the admitted activity ot Chahrman 
Harmon M. Campbell in employitig detec- 
tives to attempt to bribe Hunt to get graft 
evidence against him for basis of charges. 

He recitee that he has been a member of 
the department since 1889, when he came 
into,the city as captain of police at the time 
the old village of Hyde Park was annexed to 
Chicago. He states it is Diam that he was 
a member of the force long before the com- 
mission came into existence and therefore is 
not amenable to the board. 

“There is no doubt that tinder the law 
your body can neither reveive nor file charges 
against me, and there Is also no way in which 
your body can proceed to try any case 
against me,“ the letter says. 


Explains Jurisdiction Issue. 

Adding that the only way the commission 
could obtain jurisdiction in his case would 
be for him to waive his legal rights and allow 
the commission jurisdiction, he announced 
he will not so bind himself. 

“Tt will, I take it,“ he continues, be con- 
ceded that no sane man will consent to be 
tried before @ body having no legal jurisdic- 
tion over him or over his case, unless that 
man is absolutely certain that he can at least 
expect or hope for à fair and impertial trial 
upon the law and the evidence, and this I am 
positively sure I cannot obtain from your 
body. | 

“Tt has always been my belief that under 
our law no man or set of men can at one and 
the same time be prosecutors and jurists, 
and there can be no question that it is impos- 
sible that the same body can either legally 
or equitably at one and the game time be 
dectectives, witnesses, prosecutors. and jur- 
ists, and your body has acted, and is now at- 
tempting to act, in all of these capacities at 
the same time, and this I will not permit in 
my caée. 


Objects to President Campbell. 

In addition to all of this, there is another 
reason which I cannot overlook, and that is 
that the presicent of your body has by his 
actions and his public admissions indicated 
that he is not a qualified person to sit in 
judgment upon my case. He has publicly 
admitted that he hired so-called detectives 
for the purpose of attempting to bribe me 
while in the performance of my duties asa 
police officer of the city of Chicago. 

“Tt ie true that he was not successful in 
accomplishing his desires, but this is not 
through any fault of his own, but is simply 
due to the fact that I caused the arrest of 
those conspirators and compelled the presi- 
dent of your body to come out in the open 
after ten days of silence and tell the publi® 
who it was that attenipted to perpetrate this 
crime upon me and upon the community. 
His action in this matter has convinced me 
that he deliberately conspired to ruin me 
anch if possible, to send me to the peniten-

Fire in Temple Court as the 
Tenants Prepare to Leave 
Building for the Night. 


ELEVATOR BOY A HERO, 


Forces Men to Let Girls in Car 
First and Speeds Up and 
Down Until All Are 


Taken to Safety. 


The Temple Court building on the north- 
east corner of Dearborn and Quincy streets 
early last night becamé the scene of one 
of the most spectacular blazes recently seen 
in the downtown district. 

The fire, which was confined to the eighth 
and seventh floors, drove’ out scores of 
terrified occupants and attracted thousands 
of spectatora, who packed the surrounding 
streets. In half an hour damage estimated 
at about $40,000 had been done. 

While the fire was in progress the old 
building presented the appearance of some 
titanlo lantern, well illuminated. The lantern 
lit the streets for blocks and shot up a 
ruddy shaft of smoke and cinders. The 
dark figures of firemen could be seen ‘climb- 
ing up and down the fire escapes to fight 
the flames at short range. 


Crowds Watch the Flames. 

Dearborn street was packed with specta- 
tors from the cleared square at the intersec- 
tion of Quincy and Dearborn streets south 
to Jackson boulevard and on the north as 
far as Adams street.

WILL APPEAL TO CONGRESS.

Want Appropriation for Breakwater; 
Would Start with Two Piers. 


Two important steps in Chicago's outer 
harbor development scheme were taken yes- 
terday. Plans for a harbor north of the 
mouth of the Chicago river, prepared by the 
harbor and subway commission. were ap- 
proved by the city council committee on 
harbors, wharves, and bridges. The recently, 
appointed interlakes traffic commission 
held its first meeting in the city hall and 
made a move to obtain an appropriation 
from congress for a new government break- 
water for the protection of the proposed 
harbor. 

The plans prepared by the commission of 
engineers provide for the initial construc- 
tion of two piers—one for heavy freight and 
one for passenger and package freight. The 
estimated cost is $4,400,000. Before these 
piers can be constructed it is necessary to 
have a protecting breakwater built. This 
project must be considered by the United 
States engineers, the congressional rivers 
and harbors committee, and finally by con- 
gress. : 

Will Ask Government Hearing. 

The interlakes traffic commission decided 
to ask Gen. William H. Bixby, chief of 
the United States engineers, to grant a 
public hearing on the outer herbor project 
before the board of review, which consists 
of government engineers. A favorable 
recommendation from the board for a break- 
water to protect the proposed harbor north 
of the mouth of the river is necessary to 
induce the congressional river and harbors 
committee to consider an appropriation. 


Plan Gradual Development. 

The plans approved by the committee pro- 
vide for a beginning with two piers and the 
ultimate building of three others. Theone to 
be used for passenger and package freight 
business will be 3,000 feet long. The other 
will be 2,300 feet in length. The plers will be 
292 feet wide. There will be an eighty foot 
roadway in the center. On elther side of the 
roadway will be sheds, each 100 feet wide. 

The passenger pier superstructure will have 
a second floor, to be used exclusively for pas- 
senger purposes during the summer, but for 
storage of freight periods of the year. Cold 
storage space is provided in the subbase- 
ments. The upper section will be reserved for 
recreation purposes. Street railway lines 
will be looped at the shore end and will extend 
out on the second floor of the pier.

CHICAGO ASKS MORE WATER. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—A 
formal application to permit the sanitary 
district of Chicago to increase its diversion 
of water from Lake Michigan to 10,000 cubic 
feet a second has been made to the secretary 
of war. / 

Engineer George Wisner and Attorney 
John C. Williams, representing the drainage 
board, were referred by Secretary Stimson to 
Chief of Engineers W. H. Bixby. 

The chief of engineers took the request 
under advisement and called for an opinion 
as to his authority in the premises from 
the department law officer. The Chicago 
officials expect a reply within two or three 
days.

MAYOR ASSAILS BENCH AGAIN 


Says Plea of “Politics” Is No Ex- 
cuse for Freeing Crooks. 


THINKS FRY’S ACT WRONG. 


Answers Chief Justice Olson’s Reply to 
His Previous Letter.

The controversy between Mayor Harrison 
and Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Munici- 
pal court started yesterday anew. The 
mayor wrote another letter to the judge 
about 2 of men with criminal rec- 
ords by Municipal Judge Fry a few weeks 
ago. . 

Judge Olson replied that Judge Fry had 
told him the case looked like a fight be- 
tween two political factions and that 
no charges exoapt those of disorderly con- 
duct had been presented to him. 


Replias to “Politics” Plea. 

In reply % Judge Olson's charge of poli- 
ties the mayor in his new letter said: 

As far as the latter statement is con- 
cerned it seems immaterial to me and a mat- 
ter in no circumstance to be taken into 
consideration by a judge ot a court. It a case 
brought before him as the result of a political 
fight between the followers of two political 
factions serves to ‘clean up’ criminals, a 
judge of the Municipal court should welcome 
the conflict rather than deplore it.” 

Statements from all those involved in the 
case were attached to the mayor's letter. In 
a statement signed by John T. O’Commor, 
warrant clerk in the Chicago avenue court, 
it is asserted the men were booked on a dis- 
orderly conduct charge, because the arrest 
book showed that charge. He further stated 
the judge and clerk of the court had directed 
him to strike out certain parts of the printed 
complaint when prisoners were charged only 
with disorderly conduct. 


Replies to Judge’s Answer. 

In his letter the mayor said in part: 

Mr. LeRoy Hackett, the assistant city 
prosecutor in charge of the case, states in 
his letter that a motion was made by him 
to amend the complaints that they might 
include the charge that the defendants were 
thieves, burglars, pickpockets, robbers, or 
configence men, and that the motion was 
denied by Judge Fry and consequently proof 
was not permitted to be offered except under 
the first count in the complaint. 

“I can only repeat that in my opinion it 
is the duty of the Municipal court in its 
handling of cases of this character to lean

T is not necessary to buy a whole ham in 

order to have and enjoy very dainty ham 

concoctions. A small knuckle, well soaked, 

' trimmed, and boiled, will yiei:i a few dainty 

slices and several cups of minced ham, 
which may be made into appetizers, sand- 
wiches, loaves, or molds, or used in an omelet 
with a dish of macaroni or spaghetti, in a hash 
or forcemeat, and in all those dishes of eggs 
and other ingredients where a slight ham 
flavor is so satisfactory. The water in which 
it is boiled we may consider quite indispensable 
for our pea or lentil soup. 

Appetizers.—We may make our own deviled 
ham, minced or not minced.

In the other he warne the 
victim to step forward and settle under pain 
of losing his or her position. 


Makes Specialty of Teachers. 

Bratt makes a speciaity of school teachers. 
He has a standard form of circular letter 
offering special inducements to pedagogues, 
especially when one is ready to go on her 
vacation. He charges them only 8 per cent 
a month. His regular price is 10 per cent. 
But the teacher is subject to the game penal- 
ties and fines for skipped payments as other 
victims. 

One teacher married and moved to another 
state, but Bratt's tracers located her and 
the bridegroém received impertinent letters 
until a full settlement was made.

ETURNING from its annual appear- 
ances in Toronto th connection with 
the Mendelssohn choir, the Thomas 
orchestra arrived in the city yester- 
day afternoon for the matinée. 

The works selected for présentation includ 
ed the overture to Schumann's “ Genoveva,”’ 
the Rachmaninow symphony in E minor, 
the Bacchanale from Tannhäuser.“ and 
excerpts from the third act of Die Meister- 
singer.” The first half dosen measures of 
the overture sufficed to. demonstrate the 
fact that the orchestra was particularly well 
disposed. Rarely har the song of the first 
violins been endewed with similar measure 
of warmth. Mr. Stock loves to present the 
melodic line clearly and with great sim- 
plicity. To that end he subdues the com- 
ment of accompanying voices to à colorful 
but illusive background, while for the defi- 
nition of the principal idea he develops a 
broad and infinitely varied range of dy- 
namic inflection. 

This ner represents an ideal of beauty 
that has to recommend it. Joined to ft 
ia the ce of subduing the accents that 
mark the rhythmica) pulse until the whole 
orchestral utterance acquires a thness 
and meéllowness that correspo in its 
emotional value to the sensuous charm of 3 
rich and pure Italian bel canto. The or- 
chestral tone that resulta le wonderfully 
amalgamated save for the pronounced dit- 


ferentiation of the voice that happens to 


sustain the melody believed by the conductor 
to be of chief importance for the moment. 
Therefore one may assume that Mr. Stock 
is fully cognizant of the polliphony that is 
characteristic of orchestral speech but be- 
Meves to have discovered nobler ideals of 
beauty in the lyric values of pure song. 

In any event the scores of the Schumann 
overture and the Rachmaninow symphony 
profit, by this treatment. There is a world 
of appealing melody in the first two move- 


ments of this symphony, even though it is 


colored with the traditional Slavic “ Welt- 
schmers.” It is adorned as well by those 
manifol acoustic effects for which the Rus- 
sian composers have such fertile gift. Nearer 
acquaintance confirms the impressions of 
previous hearings in respect to the incoher- 
ence of the work.

THE SECOND LORIMER 
INVESTIGATION. 

The second investigation of the election 
to the senate of William Lorimer is ended. 
It is to be hoped it will prove the last. 
There now remains but the report gr re- 
ports of the committee and the judgment of 
the senate upon the main question. 

The case against Mr. Lorimer’s seat re- 
opened with the staggering revelation ef the 
Funk testimony, which has been, in each 
original detail, either reéstablished or 
strengthened. The deadly network of cir- 
cumstantial evidence reinforcing the central 
facts of the confessions—White’s, Becke- 
meyers, Link’s, Holstlaw’s—has been itself 
strengthened: Nowhere has this network 
weakened or broken through. 

In the instance of Holstlaw’s confession, 
his dealings with Broderick, and ‘his deposit 
with the State Bank of Chicago the attempt 
of the defense broke down pitifully, and 
this—perhaps of all the evidén@e the most 
unescapable and conclusive—not merely re- 
mains where the first investigation left it 
but stands out clearer and more unchal- 
lengäble thau before. 
The revelation of Mr. Funk's testimony, 
fortified by the corroborative evidence given 
by Mr. Kohlsaat, Mr. Cyrus MeCormick, 
and Mr. Bancroft, and backed by the unim- 
peached reputation and known character of 
Mr, Funk, confronts the glib denials of 
Hines. 

The evil conditions in the legislature of 
Hlinois, out of which corruption and bribery 
‘inevitably grow, are more thoroughly than 
ever revealed, and offer a telling contrast to 
the lovely theory of friendship and disinter- 
ested devotion which Mr. Lorimer would 
have us believe explains his bipartisan elec- 
tion. 3 : 

At the same time a flood of light has been 
thrown upon the methods and activities of 
Hines abd his allies after the election and 
the exposure ot the election of Lorimer. 
Not only in facts brought out before the 
committee, such as the bribery of MeGow- 
an, but in the dastardly pefsecution of Mr. 
Funk, which could not be presented, the 
most desperately unscrupulous methods 
were revealed, and the investigation ended 
appropriately with Mr. Hines on the stand 
denying an attempt to bribe a telegraph 


Against the evidence which has closed in 
upon Lorimer only one defense could be 
made, the defense of conspiracy. But the 
attempt to establish a “/Trrsunp conspir- 
acy has been ludicrous in its triviality and 
complete in its collapse. When it came t 
proof it fell to pieces like the wild charges of 
conspiracy made against the prosecution of 
the McNamaras. If any. one ever honestly 
credited it, credulity can carry him no 
further now.

THE PHYSICIAN AND NEURAS- 
THENICS. 

AKING it all in all, people employ 
and reward physicians on the basis 
of symptoms and emotions. They, 
therefore, think more of that physi- 
cian who relieves them or gives 

them positive optimistic suggestion than 
of the one who discovers causes. 

The sick man wants to lean—just plain 
lean—and he does not want to go back 
up the stream to the fountain of things. 
If he is wise, and he usually is, be wants 
somebody to work out causes for him, but 
meanwhile he is tired and he wants to 
lean. It follows that the physicians who, 

along with their ministrations, brighten 
and cheer as they go, ure those who have 
sueceeded best in gaining clients. 

But aside from this the pill that has 

been given to a. patient who had faith, 
who took his medicine believing it would 
do him good, has always had its natural 
efficiency increased. Who of us has not 
seen people who scoffed at hypnotism, re- 
jected suggestion, but who unconsciously 
paid tribute to it when it came as a 
potion taken in faith? For there are cer- 
tain types of minds which are incapable 
eof accepting a purely mental presenta- 
tion, but who readily yield when this is 
supplemented by some physical act, such 
as taking medicine, laying on of hands or 
crystal gazing. 

— 

Even the strongest man needs spiritual 
help in his strongest moods. 
more when he is sick. 

What then shall we say of the neuras- 
thenic? the neurotic? the hysteric? They 
must have mental help and the physician 
must give it—admitted that the aches and 
pains are out of proportion to their or- 
ganic or even their functional basis; ad- 
mitted that the fifteen-story structure— 
the patient's complaint—is one story fact 
and fourteén stories mental perversion. 

Let the medical counselor éxplore well 
the organic basis of the disorder and give 
to it every weight and care which it de- 
serves—admitted that the physician sees 
clearly just how much of the disorder is 
real and that the patient exaggerates all 
out of proportion. But, is it not worth 
his while, from the purely medical stand- 
point, that the patient's concept is dis- 
torted? Should he not see in the wrong 
working of the patient’s mind a demand 
for study, care, and help? If he sees 
clearly that the patient sees cloudily, 
is that a reason why he should dismiss 
the matter with a careless word? Rather 
does it not obligate him the more to care- 
fully clear the cloud?

It is the duty of the physician to ex- 
amine closely and find out not only what 
is the organic basis, but also its relative 
value. For him to become impatignt 18 
to miss the point. He must catch the 
patient’s point of view and then, through 
suggestion, analysis, reason, bring him to 
a better viewpoint, and patiently hold 
him there until he can stand alone. 

Even in organic diseases, while the 
basic organic changes cannot be altered, 
the physician who is wise, sympatheti-, 
and patient can steady his patient 
and assist the weak organ to do its work. 
He cannot cure the leaking heart, but he 
can stay the mental trepidation, which 
means more frequent and more painful

the patient wantse—he judges by symp- 
toms.

The emoluments of Sir John MacDonell 
as remembrancer will amount to $12,500 a 
year, u addition to which he receives supple 
mentary stipends as senior master of the 
Supreme court, as registrar of the Court of 
Criminal Appeal, as master of the crown 
office, and as the king’s coroner.

In the days ot tlie early Norman rulers, of 
the Plantagenetse, and of the Tudors, the 
kings remembrancer was a high official of 
the royal court of the exchequer, and he 
Was expected to keep a record of those 
nobles whose fines and dues had remained 
unpadd, to look after the numerous royalties 
of the crown, to attend to the castles and 
estates that had been for treason forfeited 
to the sovereign, and to supervise the due 
payment of the first fruits. 

Many of these duties have been taken 
over by the inland revenue and treacury de- 
partments, and, while most of the members 
of his staff, such as the “ filacer,” the 
‘clerk of the pipe,” the “surveyor of the 
green wax,” the “ clerk of the estfeats,”’ 
an the el of the nichills,” and of the

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HALDANES VISIT 
AkROUSES POWERS 


Suspicion That Issue of War 
or Peace Between Germany 
and Great Britain Is 
at Stake. 


ANXIETY AS TO MISSION. 


France and Russia to Be In- 
formed if Political Ques- 
tions Should Be 
Discussed. 


LONDON, Feb. 9.—Whether the overtures 
for the visit to Berlin of the British secre- 
tary of war, Viscount Haldane, originated 
in England or in Germany is a disputed 
point, but it is Impossible longer to disguise 
the momentous character of the mission. 
There are not wanting those who eyen be- 
lieve the issue of war or peace pepents 
upon its success or failure. 

The visit of Viscount Haldane ts largely 
associated in the public mind with the speech 
of David Lioyd-George, chancellor of the 
exchequer, at the City of London Liberty 
club, Feb. 3, in which the chancellor de- 
clared the moment auspicious for a discus 
sion of a reduction in armaments, which 
was considered as dn effort looking to, the 
conciliation of Germany. 


Object of Mission a Mystery. 

At the present moment, however, it is Im- 
Possible to define the objects of the mission 
of Viscount Haldane. Political activity is 
not confined to Berlin. 

The Daily Telegraph inderstands that Vi- 
count Haldane will not discuss specific pro- 
posals for a reduction in armkmehts and 
that no result is likely to follow his visit to 
Germany except the creation of an atmos- 
phere favorable to the cultivation of more 
amicable relations between Great Britain 
and Germany. 

The Hritigh government inquired of the 
Berlin government last December, according 
to the Daily News, whether Germany was 
willing to arrange a worldwide entente. Ger- 
many, the paper says, welcomed the pro- 
posal. The negotiations have continued since 


Berlin marks a crucial point in the discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Lioyd-George had an audience with 
King George today and the king’s secre- 
tary, Lord Knollys, was busy bétween Buck- 
ingham palace and the foreign office and the 
residence of Premier Asquith. 

According to some newspapers colonial 
questions and the possible cession to Ger- 
many of Walfish bay on the southwest coast 
of Africa are under consideration. 

France and Russia Notified. 

It is officially admitted that both the 
French and the Russian governments were 
informed of Viscount Haldane’s trip to Ber- 
lin by the British government before the Brit- 
ish secretary of war reached the German 
capital. It was specifically stated in the noti- 
fication to France and Russia that the visit 
was of a private character, but it was added 
that, in case political questions should be 
discussed, France and Russia would be kept 
informed. 

This confirms the prevailing impression 
that behind the optensible purpose of his 
trip Viecount Haldane is charged to survey 
the political ground and put out feelers, es- 
pecially in regard to a possible slackening 
of armaments.

KNOX HALTS MEXICAN TROOPS: 
PROTEST SENT FROM TEXAS. 
Diplomatic Complications Hold Back 


Movement—El Paso Residents Feared 
Danger to 4mericans. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—Diplomatic 
complications arose today between the state 
of Texas ard the United States government 
on the one hand and the Mexican govern- 
ment on the other which temporarily at least 
will not allow Mexico to Move any troops 
over American territory in connection with 
its revolutionary disturbances. 

Gov. Colquitt of Texas pointed out to the 
state department in his messages today 
that residents of Kl Paso were apprehensive 
that rebels at Juarez, Mex., might resist 
the entry of Mexican troops from American 
territory and precipitate a battle endanger 
ing American lives and property. 

Secretary Knox assured Gov. Colquitt that 
no permission would be granted until the 
matter had been carefully studied, and in- 
dications tonight were that it would be ad- 
justed in a leisurely diplomatic manner.

PARIS, Feb. 0.—Abbé Charlies Leyson, 
known throughout the world as Pére Hya- 
cinthe, died today in hie eighty-fifth year, 
efter a brief illness. 

Pére Hyacinthe was one of the most prom 
nent pulpit dra tors of the Cathdlic church in 
France until 1860, when he renounced the 
Roman Catholic faith He married an 
American woman named Emile Jane Butter- 
field in London in 1872, and afterward de- 
came Curate of the congregation of Libera! 
Catholics at Geneva, later founding a “ Gal~ 
lican ” congregation at Paris. 

He visited America in 1860 and was ac- 
corded a warm welcome by the Protestants 
of the United States. 


Statement by His Family. 

Shortly after Pere Hyacinthe’s death the 
Loyson family gave out the following state- 
ment: 

Pere Hyacinthe was visited on his death 
bed at his own request by Greek Armenian 
priests and the Rev. Charles „Wagner. A 
day or two before his death he was un - 
scious for forty-eight hours. His last aa 
scious worde were— I am filled with a feel-- 
ing of joy ami well being. I can appear be- 
fore God, for I am at peace with my con- 
science and my reason 0 


Wife Great Aid to Him. 

Pere Hyacinthe’s wife died a couple of 
years ago at the age of 77. Mme. Loyson wae 
born in Oswego, N. T. She married first 
Capt. E. R. Merriman of Ohio. After his 
death Pére Hyacinthe converted Mrs. Mer- 
riman, who was originally of Puritan stock, 
to a modified form of the Catholic faith. 

Mme. Loyson was intimately associated 
with her husband's public career, exercising 
a profound influence over his mind and in- 
troducing him to the highest authorities of 
Anglo-Protestantism. She accompanied 
him on several voyages for religious study 
to America, Constantinople, and Jerusalem 
and shared his labors of every kind. 


IRA W. ALLEN, EDUCATOR, DIES: 
TAUGHT ARMOUR AND FARWELL. 


Founder of Pioneer Academy Had Many 
for Pupils Who Now Are Among Chi- 
cago’s Leading Men. 


Ira W. Allen, one of the most widely 
known educators in Chicago, died yesterday 
at his residence, 5718 Madison avenue. 

For eighteen years he was head of the 
Allen academy in Twenty-second street be- 
tween Wabash and. Michigan avenue. It 
wae founded in 1847 and closed in 1802 when 
Mr. Allen retired. Many leading men in 
Chicago received their collegiate prepara- 
tory training at his school. Among them 
are J. Ogden Armour, J. V. Farwell, and 
George E. Hale, now head of the Carnegie 
observatory on Mount Wilson in southern 
California. 

Prof. Allen was 84 years old. He began 
teaching shortly after his graduation from 
Hamilton college in Clinton, N. 1. Later he 
founded the Union Christian ‘college at 
Merom, Ind. He was one of the féw Ameri- 
can students fifty years ago whe finished 
their education in Germany. 

Before opening the Allen academy in Chi- 
cago Prof. Allen was head of Lake Forest 
academy, now known as Lake Forest col- 
lege. He is survived by the widow and 
three sons. Fureral services will be held

Walter Wardrop Says Motor 
Wagons Are Not Pushed to 
Greatest Service. 


| RARELY REACH CAPACITY 


Machines Capable of 70 Miles 


Daily, but Seldom Driven

The assumption of the power wagon's econ- 
omy is merely a matter of simple arith- 
metic if one is prepared to concede the genius 
of the American mechanical engineer. 

Any accountant can figure it out. The 
superior range, speed, and load capacity 
of the machine enable the investor to gave 
largely on wages. Diminished stable room 
and less costly stable loca represent 
gain in another direction. Add the ability 
of the vehicle to earn its cost long before 
it will be worn out—if it is reasonably well 
cared for—and there are present the princi- 
pal elements of its success. 

Usually the cost of draft animal trans- 
portation is high or low, loosely or firmly 
defined, as the concern saddled with itt main- 
tenance happens to ard such work as a 
minor or major feature of its commerce. 


Experience Valuable Asset. 

Experience is a valuable asset in the oper- 
ation of motor wagons. If it is not exactly in- 
dispensable for their successful administre- 
tion, at least those who possess it may be 
said to be incapable of committing the small 
follies which so frequently attend the 2 
cation of the machines. 

The natural tendency of nearly all inex- 
perienced owners of machines is either to 
misapply or underwork them. The former of 
these errors in judgment was a notable 
characteristic of the early period of motor 
transport. It is not so prevalent today, 
though it has by no means disappeared. Im- 
provement in this respect is chiefly due to 
the alertness of motor wagon makers, who 
no longer are willing to sell machines for 
service to which they are poorly adapted. 

The underworking of a motor wagon, how- 
ever, is an administrative fault which its 
maker cannot so readily correct. Itisa habit 
deeply rooted in all establishments where 
toad transportation ig only a minor feature 
of the business, and is directly tracéable 
to the inherited practice of working draft 
animals well within their safe physical *a- 
pacity. Constantly urged to its limit of en- 
durance the horse soon becomes a bad Invest- 
ment. 
tor in the machine's success. Gross expense 


of maintenance will of course, increase with 


the rise in mileage and tonnage, but the net 
cost of haulage will decrease, 


Machines Not Worked Enough. 

Theoretically, and even with considerable 
frequency in practice, a gasoline wagon 
which is geared to make 12 miles an hour 
at top speed should, making due allowance 
for loading, unloading, and rest intervals, 
travel between 60 and 70 miles in the courte 
of an eight hour day in uncongested city 
territory. With special facilities for load- 
ing and unloading the mileage might be 
higher. But in ordinary practice the range 
seldom exceeds 40 miles. This is a sign of 
bad adaptation. Similarly with electric 
wagons.. They are rarely worked to full 
capacity, either of mileage or load and irre- 
spective of battery boosting or exchange.

NO STOCK MARKET CLERK. 


Officials of Shopmen’s Unions 
Deny Plan for Big Western 
Federation. 


The stock ticker does not form a part of 
the furniture of a great railroad office, and 
the presidents of the roads do not serve as 
mouthpieces for Wall street.“ 

Darius Miller, president of the Burlington, 
made this flatfooted statement yesterday in 
answer to a recent assertion of former Sena- 
tor Flint of California that all railroad heads 
with the exception of James J. Hin are mere 
mouthpieces for Wall street. 

“It is a mistake for anybody to assume 
that railroad presidents are mere clerks for 
Wall street interests, said Mr. Miller in 
discusing the Flint speech. “ The railroad 
president of today is just as much a president 
de facto as he ever was. He is elected to 
operate a railroad in all its branches and in 
the interests of the public and of the stock- 
holders. 


Rail President Not Financier. 

“It is a mistake to presume that because 
one is president of a railroad he is also the 
financial controller. The actual operation of 
a big system comes ahead of all else. By op- 
eration I mean not only the running of trains 
but the solicitation of traffic and the manifold 
duties to the public. The president. is elected 
to represent the stockholders, the same as a 
senator or a congressman is elected to repre- 
sent his constituents. The financial inter- 
ests back of a road must necessarily rely for 
results upon those actually managing the 
property. 

Railroad managers are not guilty of run- 
ning their systems to suit the stock market. 
I do not think you Will find in any of the great 
Chicago railroad offices a ticker or other para- 
phernalia of the stock market. The tinancia! 
gambling element in this country works night 
ard day, and the rumors and reports created 
and circulated by it to boost or injure a rail- 
road are not the least of the troubles of those 
in charge of our transportation interests.“ 


Denies Shopmen Plan Organization. 

That labor leaders are secretly perfecting 
an Organization of railroad shopmen that 
will include all roads operating west of the 
Mississippi river was denied in St. Louis yes- 
terday by J. H. Speltz, third vice president 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Carmen. 


According to a report it was the plan of the labor 
leaders to unite all mechanical trades of each road 
in order that united action could be taken when 
Wage demands are made. These demande were to 
be made on all roads in the territory at the same 
time, in order that every great railroad system 
would be involved simultaneously if a strike was 
called. It was announced that final action would 
be taken at a meeting to be held here March 4, 

On the other hand, Albert Hingman. vice presi- 
dent of the Boilermakers’ International union. 
said in Kansas City curing the day that he had 
Known for some time that the plan had been 
discussed, but that he had not ‘been officially 
notified of any action.

Defendant Tells of Expectation 
to Pass the Yuletide with 
His Children. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—John Mitchell's 
trial for contempt of court in connection 
with the Buck Stove and Range boycott case 
took on a dramatic touch at the hearing 
today.

I was summoned to Washington 
to receive my sentence. 


Says Request Was Denied. 

1 asked that the decision be postponed. 
It was not. I was brought here and sen- 
tenced. 

“TI had merely done what I believed was 
my right under the government my father 
had sought to uphold. I could not attempt to 
disguise and did not disguise my feelings 
at being sentenced on the day before Christ- 
mas, and I felt outraged that I did not recajve 
the same consideration that would have been 
given to the worst offender in the land.“ 

„Mr. Mitchell,” interrupted Justice Wright, 
“no request for postponement was conveyed 
to the court. It came as a demand. There 
was an atmosphere of antagonism about it. 


Why Postponement Was Refused. 

“Tt was a demand from the vice president 
of the American Federation or Labor for a 
postponement. I did not think he had any 
more right to demand it than any other 
man.” 

Mr. Mitchell's attorney suggested there 
had been a mistake and asked who presented 
the demand, Justice Wright explained that 
a Washington lawyer had approached him 
in chambers. 

„I have been under the impression that 
my reques was conveyed to the court and 
was denied. If I have been wrong in that 
1 would not do the court an injustice and I 
regret that I have made it appear 80.“ said
